The track ran through interminable 


gwamps of giant cypresses, magnoliM 
and fig trees. Their myriads of gray 
trunks stood knee-high in water, open- 
ng in silent vistas on either side as the 
train passed through. Overhead huge 
vicious coils of vines knotted these bare 
columns together. It was March, but 
there was no coy, tender approach ot 
spring here. Nature was a savage— 
fierce, prolific. The very leaves which 
in the North would have put forth a 
timid green burst open here like clots 
of blood or an angry glare of white; 
even the thickets of saplings were hoary 
as with age. Strange red and orange 
birds flashed through the somber re- 
cesses; now and then a huge alligator 
rose out of the plane of slimy water, 
stared at the train with dead eyes and 
plunged into it again. 


They were on the border of that coast 


country of Louisiana which fronts the 
Mexican gulf between Barataria and 
Calciisieu bays; a remarkable region, 
unlike any other in North America in 
its peculiar features and in the somber 
splendor of its scenery. The cause of 
its peculiarity is easily explained. 


The Mississippi iu Louisiana makes 


a huge bend westward in the shape of 
a bow or crescent, the upper point 
being at Vicksburg, the lower at New 
Orleans, the middle of the arc running 
ncaily parallel with the distant coast. 
Tn the northwest of this arc a stretch 
of pine-barrens, intersected by ranges 
of low rolling hills, and broken by 
numberless lakes and ponds, extends 
into Texas. Through these the heavy 
blood-colored flood of the Red river 
urges its way, carrying with it al 
lesser water-courses, and emptying it- 
self into the Mississippi near the high 
cst point of this bow or detour. 
Its 


red stain tinges the water and the 
banks of all the outlets of the great 
river thereafter to the Gulf. 


With this last great influx (holding 


all the streams in the Texan llanos 
and the mountains of Mexico), the 
Mississippi now receives the whole 
drainage of the continent between the 
Rocky and Appalachian ranges. Every 
spring and rainfall in that vast terri- 
tory helps to swell its tremendous tide 
below Bayou Sara. Hence the flood of 
water there pushes its way directly 
to the sea with resistless 
power,

of Louisiana. It literally enters in an 
occupies the land, forcing itself bea- 
ward, not only by moie than three 
hundred bayoux, many of which are 
mighty rivers, but by sluggish, scarce- 
moving streams, by a perpetual soak- 
ing, creeping, oozing through nil the 
earth, showing itself on the surface in 
countless lakes, ponds and enormou= 
dismal swamps,and aboveitinincessant 
heavy rolling; fogs and mists. You can 
not dig three feet down in all this dis- 
trict without reaching water. 


We must remember, too, that this 


spongy soil has been soaking in for 
ages the fat washings of all the rich al- 
luvial river-bottoms on half of the con- 
tinent No such conditions enter into 
the formation of any other soil iu the 
world. If Louisiana can ever be drained 
and rescued from the sea and the river, 
her fecundity under tho hot tropic?' 
sum would be unparalleled.

run bo dono. Some Anarchists in tho city 
are bolng followed so closely that they 
aro trying to got rid of bombs and dyna- 
mite in their possession. Tho bombs we 
found hnd boon discarded and wore not 
placed whore they wero discovered with 
tho Intention of blow ng up any thing, 
iloro than that I caa not sa.v now. 


Just before north Vdgel was visited by 


Dr. J. L. Gray, assistant physician, to 
whom the anarchist made a partial con- 
fension of his attempted suicide. In addi- 
tion to swallowing the laudattnm Engel 
said he took sixteen morphine pills Friday 
night. Dr. Gray was amazed at this in- 
telligence, but 
understood 
why they 


proved ineffectual when Engel said he had 
the pills ever since be was brought to jail. 
That was cxiictly a year and a half ago 
yesterday, and long since then the pills 
ceased to have any active power, 
Engel 


said he swallowed the sixteen pills »t a 
gulp late Friday night and walked his cell 
all day Saturday expecting at any moment 
to fall down. 
When It grow toward 


night and the morphine had no effect he 
resolved to take the laudanum, After his 
friends loft in tne evening he poured out 
six or seven teaspoonf uls of the poison 
and tossed it oft. Dr. Gray tbinks the 
stuff was purchased in some cheap drug 
store, and that in consequence it was 
adulterated and a very poor article of its 
kind. That is why the laudunum did not 
take effect, for if the drug was In right 
quality, half the quantity Engel swal- 
lowed would bare been enough to kill him. 
The old man was made drowsy by the 
poison, that was all, and his loud breath- 
ing was what led to the discovery. At first 
he said that he had been drinking whisky, 
but a single glance at tho pupils of the 
man's eyo was enough to convince Dr. 
Gray that ho had swallowed opium in 
some foi m. Coffee was givun him and he 
wus made to exert himself and move 
about. 
The primary effect, such as it 


was, pasicd off, and left the woiild-be 
su.cido a little butter. 
Yesterday ho was 


sloopy and confused, but not a bit talka- 
tive. When he found further concealment 
useless he told why he wantod to die. He 
would rather die, ho said, than go to the 
penitentiary for lifn, and he would rather 
go off by tho way of poison than the 
route ordained by tho law. When Dr. 
Gray left him he expressed tlie belief that 
he -n-ai going to die, but 
the doctor 


thought he was out of danger so far as 
tho poison was concerned. The Jail offi- 
cers think he will make another attsmot 
to take his life, and they would not be at 
all surprised if the others did the same 
tiling. 


Tho 
Amnesty Associati on had the* 


lables and potitions on the street all day, 
but the crowds about the tables were 
small and mimes wore signod slowly. 
It 


was evident that the tido of public senti- 
inont, which had be»i running for a few 
days pretty strongly toward clemency

She is going Just tho same,and 
ibis morning, too, unless she chanves her 
nlans. Tho wivos of Schwab, Fielden. 
Fischer and Engel, and possibly their 
iluldren, will be escorted by Chairman 
Dlivor and Mrs. Ames. Mrs Parsons hail 
^on invitod to accompany the party with 
aer two pretty childre n, but she, like her 
husband, is defiant, and she has declared 
that sho never will ask for mercy.

berlain appeared in excellent health and 
spirits. In answer to numerous questions 
relating to English and Canadian affairs 
Mr. Chamberlain responded as follows : 


Ha was askod if ho thought the Liberal 


party loally desired the dissolution of 
Parltainontimmodiatolv, or was it simply 
to worrv tho Tory Government, and said 
that ho must refuse to answer any ques- 
tions in rcgatd to coniiovorsial matters, 
as from tho momont he had lol't Q leens- 
town ho had lott polity's behind. He de- 
clined to say whether lio thought it would 
be wiser for the flsliei y commissioners to 
work back to tho treaty of Washington 
or take up tho treaty of 1819 and revise it, 
He did not think it pr >por to discuss the 
question in advance. 
) i > was asked if he 


thought tho idea oC commercial union be- 
twoou Canada and tho United States 
\\oulilhij pl'Ti-iine; to tho English pedple, 
Ho roplioil in the negative, because the 
ureat advantage of the connection with 
the Holt-^uvi-m iir^ colonies is the fact 
that trudo follows tho flag.

NEW YORK, Nov. 7.—Tinder the head ol 


"Facts vs. Gush," the Tribune savs: "W< 
feel that we are performing a public serv- 
ice in laying before our readers the sum- 
mary we print on another page of the de- 
cision of the Illinois Fupreme Court in the 
Anarchists' case. We ask all person? 
whoso faith in the justice of the convic- 
tion of these men may have been shaken 
by the loud talk of Socialist demagogue' 
and the soft-hearted appeals of senti- 
mentalists to read it. These people have 
had most of the talk to themselves, while 
tho great patient public has been sileut- 
The result has been that many well-mean, 
ing persons who synmathize with justice 
are getting the impression that these men 
are to be hanged for 'expressing op'n- 
iona." The truth is, on the contrary, that 
they are to be hanger! for participation in 
one of the most deliberate and diabolical 
conspiracies for murder and assassina- 
tion ever devised by man; that their 
complicity is proved by a vast array 
of 
evidence, 
and 
that, 
under 
the 


law of Illinois, which would seem to bo 
also the Jaw of common sense and com- 
mon justice, each one of them is as guilty 
as tho man who fired the bomb. 
We 


doubt very much whether the few clergy- 
men and the other humanitarians who 
havo been led into a mistaken movement 
for clemency have anv proper knowledge 
of tho facts. It is difficult to understand, 
on any other supposition, that the sym- 
pathy some of them have expressed with 
these men who have been convicted after 
a long and careful trial, and the-justice of 
whose 
conviction was 
unanimously 


affirmed by the highest court in the State 
upon a laborious and patient examina- 
tion of the evidence, It is true that the 
United States Supreme Court did not go 
Into the merits of the case and could not; 
but the Illinois Supreme Court did, and we 
believe every reasonable man who reads 
the summery we print will be convinced 
that 
when 
these 
men 
are hanged, 


only simple justice will be done. We 
wish we had the space to show also more 
of the manner in which the^e men spoke 
and wrote in their newspapers, not under 
the influence of excitement, but in cold 
blood, in order to incite the masses to 
violence. We should probably hear less 
of them then as objects of sentimental in- 
terest and hear less of the half-vailed 
toleration with which they are regarded 
as men who really believe that the social 
order is all wrong, and that they ought to 
be allowed to right it with dynamite. The 
spirit of Guiteau was peace itself, com- 
pared with the malignity of these human 
rattlesnakes. 
They should be crushed 


under foot, because, iindar the laws of the 
country they have earned death." 


Tho World says: "If the police are not 


to be protected by the laws !i the dis- 
charge of their duty, they can scarcely 
be expected to over-exert themselves in 
that particular. 
The issue is mainly be- 


tween the propriety of vindicating the 
laws and the sentimental dislike to taking 
human life." 


The Herald says: "We hesitate to ex- 


press an opinion iu rp«ard to human be- 
ings 
whose lives ore hanging in the 


balance. But society deserves some con- 
sideration in the presence of a crime as 
fierce as that committed by those con- 
demned, and which it would seem they 
were preparing 
to repeat. 
Governor 


Oglesby has expressed no opinion as to 
what his action will be in regard to these 
criminals. With him lies tho power of 
pardon or reprieval. 
If they are to die 


on Friday, humanity would dictate that 
Hiev should know their fate in time to 
make decent preparations for the end. 
Governor Oglesby has had weeks, even 
months, in which to examine this case. 
His delay adds the inhumanity of torture 
to what may be a terrible punishment." 


The Times says: "In general it is a 


Tfii-y ungracious act to interpose in any 
way between a person under sentence of 
death and the official to whom an appeal 
Is made on his behalf for 'executive 
c'emency.' The case of the condemned 
Anarchists does not come within the 
general rule. Petitions for a commuta- 
tion of their sentence have been signed by 
several citizens of higU standing, who put 
their appeal solely upon the ground of 
public policy. Thore are other petitioners 
and other signers ulio are of the soft- 
hoarted and soft-hendod kind of people, to 
Whom it appears very dreadful that any- 
body would be done to death by law for 
any offense whatsoever. There is no uso 
In discussing any thing with these people. 
If no others had appealed to the Governor 
of Illinois for mercy 
there would be 


no occasion for anv remarks by those 
whoso 
interest 
in 
the 
matter 
is 


simply that of 
supporters 
of order 


and friends of civilization. But if those 
who hold that justice and policy require 
that the sentence of the court should be 
executed, remain silent, Governor Oglesby 
will be justified in supposing that they 
acquiesce in the appeal made to him to 
gpare tho lives of the murderers. 
Clearly 


there was never a case that appealed less 
to any sentiment of human pity. If we 
take the view that punishment, should be 
retributive, there was never a fitter occa- 
sion for tho infliction by society of retri- 
bution on its enemios. If we take the 
view that punishment is exemplary, the 
case seems to be equally clear, and yet it 
Is in this view that the execution of the 
sentence is deprecated By some men of 
high standing in Chicago, of whom the 
most distinguished is Mr. Trumbull. Mr. 
rrumbull's own connection with the case, as 
counsel for the prisoners, has been such, 
and so much use has been made by them 
Of the argument, that he made profes- 
lionallv and under his retainer, that his 
present declaration now does not carry 
anything like the weight that would be- 
long to it if ho spoke merely as a disinter- 
ested citizen. • • • As a question of 
public policy it seams to us that these 
petitioners havo mado a grave mistake. 
The question is, 'Will it pay to treat a 
murderer who calls himself an Anarchist 
differently from a murderer who makes 
no such pretension?' If it be understood 
that the crimes of Anarchists are to be re- 
garded, either by courts or by Governors, 
as in some way more excusable than the 
Game crimes when not committed by 
Anarchists we will have gone some dis- 
tnnco towc.rd putting anarchy on the foot- 
ing of u religious belief, though we do not 
allow religious belief to excuse illegal 


ts. The real question is whether other 


Anarchists' Will be more effectually de- 
terred from committing other murders if 
they have reason to believe that they will 
be sent to prison or if they have reason 
to .believe that they will be hanged by the 
neck until they are dead. To ask this 
question 
is 
to 
answer 
it. 
It 
is 


noteworthy that 
the 
police of Chi- 


cago are profoundly disgusted with the 
efforts to piocure a commutation of the 
sentence of death. 
They believe that 


their lives will b« in more danger if the 
lives of their murderers are spared than 
If they are taken. 01 this they are very 
good judges. It is to be hoped .and be. 
lieved that Governor Oglesby will refuse 
to intercede to save the lives of men who 
are as dangerous to any community as an 
equal nnmbar of niad-dogs." 


PHiLADKLPHiAi Nov. 8.—The Press says: 


"If mercy Is permitted to season justice in 
the case of tin Chicago Anarchists it 
should be to make penitents and not heroes 
of its receivers. 
The efforts which are 


making in belialf of fie condemned mur- 
derers look more l;ko an attempt to in- 
timidate the law and its officers rathet 
than like an attempt to win erecutive 
clemency." 


The Philadelphia Times says: "A Chi- 


cagoan wants th« se'i tence of the Anarch 
ist murderers commuted because 
their 


crime 'is not a caso of ordinary physical 
larency.' But he is a thief all the same. 
Has it come to this, that only ordinary 
crimes are to bo punished while mon- 
strosities are to be condoned and ad 
mired?" 


Under the head of "Let the Law Take 


Its Course" the Philadelphia Ledger says: 
"But few traits are more characteristic of 
amiable, weak human nature than that of 
a few persons permitting their tendei 
sentiment for condemned criminals to in- 
terfere and defeat that justice which is 
due for the protection of the whole com- 
munity. 
There can be no doubt that a 


large majority of those who do not inter- 
fere with the proper course of justice are 
as tender-hearted and as merciful as the 
avera-ge of those who do, but the mercy 
of these is temper? 1 with wisdom, by 
consideration for the injured and out- 
raged, for the suffering and dire afflic- 
tion of the survivors of the murdered, and 
for what is nacessarv for the vindication 
of law and protection to society. 
Thev 


are merciful, but they are not feeble- 
minded workers of n schief. These last, 
however, are not weak throughout. They 
are feeble in their sense of duty to all 
others 'in the community; but at times 
they show extraordinary persistence and 
activity in seconding the efforts of wicked 
find dangerous men. 
Considerable num- 


bers of such persons are being enlisted 
now in the service of the condemned An- 
archist assassins, and it looks as if they 
are making a perilous impression in 
some quarters. This is an almost invaria- 
ble sequence to the law's delay and to lax 
administration of the law. It is with this, 
as it is with vice, which, first abhorred, is 
next endured, then pitied, them embraced. 
• * * Never except during the great 
rebellion has there been so critical a junct- 
ure as that now depending on the firm- 
ness of the Governor of Illinois as to the 
upholding of the law." 


BOSTON, Nov. 8.—Commenting on the 


appeal of the condemned Anarchists the 
Boston Jle.rald 
say^, editorially: "If, 


from the first, the coi.damned Anarchists 
of Chicago had taken the tone which per- 
vades the letter that 
iree of their num-

Illinois, public opinion would now be 
much more lenient in judging of them, 
but they have been condemned because of 
their unwillingness to contorm to the 
standard that they now set up for them- 
selves." 


The Boston Post says:

sions of the appeals of the Anarchists are 
undoubtedly sincere so far as they show 
that at least the Havmarket murderers 
have reached a full understanding of their 
desperate situation. Uoyond this there is 
nothing. The discoverv of a collection of

sincerity of these professions of harmless 
purpose."

Investigation 
showed that the city extended out in ali 
directions from a palace or temple.

been exposed, many of them consisting ol 
but a single room.

skeletons. 


Two thousand of the skeletons had been 
exhumed. There was a general burial 
ground where the dnad seiimed to hav« 
been thrown in prom scuously.

Th« 
flner pieces were of different shades, but 
were all light color with black markings 
and figures. The inferior specimens look 
much like that mad'i by the Arizona 
Indians of to-day. 
No iron, copper or 


metal instruments of any kind have been 
found. But great quantities of stone axes, 
stone pestles and mortars, bone needles 
and knives and other such materials as 
belong to the stone a~o. But the skill 
with which these articles were made wa« 
far superior to that shown by the Indians 
found in America by the whites. 


Mr. Cushmna thinks there must have 


been a population of at least 25,0)0 in the 
ruined city, and that most of the inhabit- 
ants lived by cultivating the soil of the 
surrounding countrv. 
He thinks that 


these ancient dwellers "suffered from 
some great calamity like the inhabitants 
of Pompeii and [lorr.ilnneilm.

Story of a Remarkable Persona) 


Experience. 


In 1850 I was the one-half owner of a 


daily newspaper in Davenport, Iowa. 
I had just loft college; I was hopeful, 
enthusiastic, and the prospects were 
rose-hued and enchanting. A year later 
n, great financial crisis swept over the 
country and wrecked my journalistic 
venture, leaving me a bankrupt with- 
out any available resources. All the 
coasts of the country were covered with 
shattered craft. Everywhere there was 
ruin which seemed final. I do not 
know why I did not go to the devil at 
this period, as there appeared for n 
time no route leading in any other 
direction. In fact I began to gravitate 
thitliarward, and probably should have 
made the journey with doe rapidity, 
and with at least average brilliancy, 
had there not occurred an incident, 
which, for a time at least, diverted my 
steps in another direction. 


There was a man living in Daven- 


port at that date named McGuire. He 
was connected with a family of Borne 
wealth, had been a steamboatman foi 
many years and had closed his careei 
in that line through the loss of his eye- 
sight. Although totally blind, he pro- 
.scr\ cd hib energy and somewhat of hia 
ambition, and determined to earn his 
own living. Many schemes were de> 
vised and discushdl, and finally one waa 
adopted. It consisted in a panoramic 
exhibition. The Mormon matter was 
at that time one of considerable prom- 
inence, and it was believed that the 
public interest in the history of the 
Biiintb might bo depended on as a source 
of profit. Accordingly McGuire ordered 
the painting of a panorama, in which, 
in n .score of pictures, there were pre- 
sented the principal events in the ca- 
rom' of the Mormons. 


Commencing with the finding of the 


golden plates by Joseph Smith, the se- 
ries pictured the Mormons at Nauvoo, 
the killing of Smith, the immigration 
to Missouri, the crossing of the plains 
by the fugitives to Salt Lake, views of 
the new home, and one gorgeous panel 
which claimed to be the portrait of 
Brighiun Young and h^s.,wives. 
The 


artist was a young fellow in JDaven- 
port who developed some artistic ten- 
dencies, who subsequently applied pig- 
ments to canvas in New York City with 
some success, and who is now engaged 
as a vender of caoutchouc products in 
this city. 


McGuire needed some one to oversee 


his movements and to act as the lec- 
turer. I was offered the position at 
the then munificent salary of twenty 
dollars a week, to be paid in gold, with 
tin- promise of u lavish share in the 
prospective inevitable profits of the 
enterprise. 
The black field of vision 


of the blind man became irradiated 
ns by a noonday sun, as his imagina- 
tion contemplated the successes of his 
venture. He would make the tour of 
all tli« principal cities of the States. 
And, 
then, the old world! To the na- 


tions of Europe the novelties of tho 
Mormon faith and people would make 
the panoramic exhibition one of irre- 
sistible attraction. 


Albeit somewhat given to pessimistic 


view-, of life and inclined to despond- 
ent conclusions, I became enthused 
over his brilliant colorings of tho 
future, and saw myself the possessor of 
unlimited wealth.

The opening night of tho panoramic 


venture was in June. 1858. There was 
n fair audience, who listened patiently 
ns I wailed for three hours through a 
paper which I had prepared for the 
occasion, and which was in the main a 
young man's savage denunciation of 
the persecutions of the unfortunate 
Baints. 


The next night we gave an exhibition 


at Kin-k Island, across tho river. The 
attendance was light, and as I had cut 
my lecture to one-half its origin.il di- 
mensions t had reason to think that the 
audience was at least better pleased 
with this feature of the exhibition.

blind musician named Parker was the 
orchestra for the evening. 


The initiation of the new enterprise 


was thus not 
specially promising, 


although I tried to console myself with 
the hope that a bad beginning would 
make a good, ending.

The audience did not number more 
than a score. At La Salle it rained as 
if the foundations of the great deep 
had again broken np, and the attend- 
ance in the cramped and foul-smelling 
room in the court house, which we had 
securpd for the exhibition, could have 
been tallied by one's lingers.

The only point on the trip where there 
was an audience large enough to pay 
expenses was at Dowagiac, Mich. At 
Kalamazoo we had Fireman's Hall anil 
but ten people present, three of them 
were deadheads, with the result that 
McGuire was unable to pay the hall 
rent, and the proprietor held his pic- 
tures as security. 


There is a little town a few miles be- 


yond Kalamazoo on the Michigan Cen- 
tral railroad. 
Immediately after the 


close of my lecture at Kalamazoo Mc- 
Guire gave me thirty-five cents to pay 
my fare to this town so that I might 
distribute the handbills of the pano- 
ramic exhibition. He did not then 
know that his appliances would be 
held. I left toward midnight, and that 
was the last I ever saw of the pano- 
rama and its proprietor. 


I secured the little hall contained in 


the town, and distributed printed ad- 
vertisements. The trains came, but no 
panorama. 
Two days thus passed, 


when a letter from McGuire informed' 
me that he was about to return to Da- 
venport to obtain some, more money, 
and that he would coma back in a, few 
days. 


in. 


When, after some time had elapsed, 


and the promised panorama did not 
come, I began to feel my situation em- 
barrassing. 
The hotel proprietor had 


accepted my explanation of n lack of 
funds, and readily agreed to await the 
arrival of McGuire. At the end of a 
week matters began to change. 
There 


was no McGuire, and I was not the 
possessor of a single nickel. I was 
ashamed to write for assistance to any 
of my friends; in fact, I could think of 
none of them that would probably re- 
spond to a request for money, under 
the circumstances. I became despond- 
ent; my bright promises of a year be- 
fore had all faded, nnd I felt myself an 
absolute failure. I was a wretched 
castaway in a strange region without a 
friend, or resource, or hope. 


One day, when sitting in a bowling- 


alley, and watching a game between a 
coupla of local experts, a stranger 
entered, and, after looking around in 
an indifferent manner, finally, as if by 
accident, dropped into the seat adjoin- 
ing mine. Some peculiar stroke by 
one of the players elicited a remark 
from me, to which he responded. This 
grew into a conversation, and laterinto 
an intimacy. He was a tall man, about 
thirty years of age, with a smooth, 
open face, keen brown cyea, dark hair,
